Prof. Kelly Will 
Deal with Value 
Of Anthropology 

Research technique.-! of anthro- 
pology and an appreciation of the 
value of anthropological training in 
the field of sociology will be the 
main topics in an address to be 
delivered today at 1 p.m. In Room 
49 of the Arts Building by Pro- 
fessor William H. Kelly of the De- 
partment of Sociology and Anthro- 
pology to the McGill Sociological 
Society. 

Prior to Professor Kelly's ap- 
pointment this year to the newly 
instituted Department of Sociology 
and Anthropology he had a varied 
career in the field of anthropology. 
Professor Kelly has conducted an- 
thropological research among var- 
ious Indian tribes scattered 
throughout the south western part 
of the United States over a period 
of twelve years. Immediately be- 
fore assuming his new post at Mc- 
Gill Professor Ktlly was working 
among the Cocopa Indians in 
Arizona. 

In his address today. Professor 
Kelly will deal with the techniques 
and methods of research used by 
the anthropologist, and how these 
can be used for studying the 
modcr.n community. "These tech- 
niques can be used by the trained 
sociologist in getting at the pro- 
cesses that operate in our own 
society." stated Dr. Kelly. 

The other topic that he will dis- 
cuss is that of the contribution 
that anthropological training makes 
to the professional sociologist.

UNB Students Boycott 4 
Shops for Discrimination

Last Friday, a special issue of the 
Brunswickian was published. The 
student newspaper of the Univer- 
sity of New Brunswick devoted it- 
self to the boycotting of four local 
barbershops who showed racial 
discrimination in refusing to cut 
the hair of negro students. 

The Friday's Brunswickian con- 
tained articles, editorials and other 
data pertaining to the barbershop 
boycott. On the front page was a 
message from the president of the 
Student's Executive Council, urg- 
ing the students to boycott the bar- 
bershops concerned. There were 
also copies of the letter sent to the 
Frcdericton Chamber of Commerce, 
in which their consideration on the 
matter was asked, and a letter of 
protest signed by over 500 students. 
Also published was the four part 
motion passed unanimously by the 
SRC in a session called to discuss 
the event. 

This motion announced the offi- 
cial boycott of Hashey's, Johnson's, 
McCarthy's and the Ideal Barber 
Shops; that a foi mal letter of pro- 
test was to be sent to the City 
Chamber of Commerce; that the 
B.unswickian be allotted $50 extra 
to publish a special edition, and 
that the Gleaner, the Telegraph- 
Journal, and the CFNB be given 
the story in order to get as much 
publicity as possible. 

The SRC then authorized Bob 
Rogers, President of the SCM. in 
conjunction with the Newman Club, 
to contact the clergymen of the 
city and request them to take a 



stand on racial discrimination in 
the interests of Christianity. The 
rest of the paper was devoted to 
feature stories, a powerful editor- 
ial, letters to the editor, and mes- 
sages to the students, all on the 
theme of racial discrimination. 

An immediate result of the exhor- 
tations was that the churches pledg- 
ed their support. The Frcdericton 
Daily Gleaner, however, refused 
to carry the story. The Editor of 
the Gleaner when queried why the 
story was not published, hung up 
the phone with the cryptic message: 
"You want to know? — You will 
want to know." On another occa- 
sion he merely stated that "We 
didn't care to print it". F. Ccdric 
Cooper, President of the Frcderic- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, states 
that he did not think that the peo- 
ple of his city held much pre- 
judice, the barbers were merely 
making "A mountain out of a 
molehill". 

Mentioned in the Brunswickian 
Editorial was the fact that the fault 
did not lie entirely with the bar- 
bers, but mainly with discriminat- 
ing citizens in Frcdericton. The 
main reason for the discrimination 
of the barbers is that they arc 
afraid of loosing white customers 
by allowing negroes in their chairs. 
Thus, while the barbers are the 
scape goals who will suffer from 
the student boycott, the editorial 
wished that they could show up the 
fine citizens of Frcdericton, sup- 
posedly the pillars of the Churches, 
who refuse to sit in a barber's 
chair after a negro.

Radar Station Established 
To Train Dawson Students

On the day of Monday Nov. 10, 
194?, six military trucks rolled 
through the Dawson campus bear- 
ing almost half a million dollars 
worth of brand new radar equip- 
ment. They drove into a nearby 
lot and within a few days the Air 
Ministry Experimental Station II 
had been set up. 

The station is a branch of the 
R.C.A.F. Auxiliary and is working 
in co-operation with the radar 
station at St. Hubert. Que. It is 
officially manned by twelve Aux- 
iliary R.C.A.F. men who are stud- 
ents at Dawson, and is under the 
command of Sgt. J. L. Hutchison. 

It was the idea of Squadron 
Leader K. R. Patrick to have the 
station at Dawson. He realized that 
men must be trained in radar work 
and that a good many ex-radar 
offircrs were attending university. 
The unit at Dawson is the only 
i one of its kind which is connected 



run by the Air Force it is pointed 
out that anyone who is interested 
in radar work is invited to take 
an active part as it has been set 
up for the mutual benefit of all 
personnel. To date the response 
has been quite good on the part of 
the students. The station plans to 
hold an official opening on or 
about January 20th. The Air Offi- 
cer Commanding. R.C.A.F. and 
other dignitaries will attend. 

Unlike other R.C.A.F. technical 
centres, where there are formal 
lectures, the activities at Dawson 
are of a practical nature and 
students learn as they operate. 

The unit Itself is completely 
mobile and can be packed up and 
ready to move within three hours. 
The equipment consists of two 
twenty kilowatt deisel generators, 
a parabolic antenna which trans- 
mits waves of 50 centimeters length, 
and a complete repair shop which

Soviet Union 
& Communism 

"Every Communist is a soldier of 
revolution and must observe strict 
discipline by adhering to the gen- 
eral line of the Party and the 
Comitern which is the General 
Staff of the world revolution.'' 
With this quotation from a speech 
by Lieut. -Gen. Prof. Ycgoroff at 
the beginning of his course nt the 
International Lenin University in 
Moscow on December 10. 1930. John 
H'adun began his address to the 
Progressive Conservative Club of 
McGill University yesterday after- 
noon on the topic "Communism and 
the Marshall Plan", 

"The Communist movement may 
well be termed a. religious order, 
committed to destroy the existing 
social system and replace it with a 
dictatorship", said Mr. Hladun. 
Everything must be looked at from 
the standpoint of its benefit to the 
revolution, not to the nation of 
which the Communists happen to 
be citizens. 

"The Marshall Plan is one of the 
manifestations of a continuous 
warfare that is going on between 
the Soviet Union and the western 
democracies", continued Mr. Hla- 
dun.

Recalls First 
Days of Daily

One of the present engineering 
instructors at Carlcton College, Ot- 
tawa, was noticed writing "30" at 
the bottom of a note on the black- 
board. 

Further investigation revealed 
that W. L. Cat se I Is was the second 
Editor-in-Chief of the McGill Daily, 
j While studying civil engineering at 
McGill, he became the Daily's lit- 
erary editor in 1911. the first year 
of the Daily's publication. In those 
days Gladstone Murray, later lo 
become general manager of the 
CBC, was founding the Daily as a 
four-time-a-weck paper of four 
pages, about one quarter of its 
present size. When Mr. Cassclls 
succeeded Murray the following 
year, he stepped up production to 
six times a week— and got home at 
4 a.m. every day. 

In those days the Faculty at Mc- 
Gill gave the Dally a free hand 
both in its handling of news and 
editorial policy. Stephen Lcacock, 
then Professor of Economics, used 
to give the Daily his most friendly 
support and assistance in contrib- 
uting articles for special issues.

INCREASE FEES 
"Either we increase student 
fees by two dollars," chairman 
Ronson said, "or wc shall be 
forced to cut student activities. 
At the present registration the. 
increase will mean something like 
an additional $12,000 a year for 
the Students' Society. This should 
help a lot." 

(This proposed increase in student 
fees Is contained in an amendment 
to the Students' Society constitu- 
tion, which will be put before the 
student body at the general meet- 
ing Wednesday at 4 p.m. in the 
Union Ballroom. )

From life as a policeman to life 
as a student of theology may seem 
a strange step to most, of us, but 
not to Captain Jack Rogers of the 
Montreal Diocesan Theological Col- 
lege, on University street. 

Captain Rogers has been politi- 
cian, poet, policeman and soldier, 
and feels his experiences in these 
varied occupations should enrich 
his future contribution lo the min- 
isterial profession. His belief that 
there Is goodness in all humans, 
irrespective of their observance 
of the law, has been the force 
which guided him into his present 
work— and which will be the basis 
for the success we feel sure he 
will attain there. 

In his positions as president of 
the A.Y.P.A. and lay reader in 
the Church of England in Fank- 
ford, Ontario, Captain Rogers first 
became interested in church work. 
This interest remained very much 
alive during the seventeen years 



in which he gained experience in 
other fields. 

In 1935 he was an -ardent suport- 
cr of the Reconstruction Party; in 
1937, joined the police force of his 
native Peterborough, Ontario. 

As a representative of the law 
he took many risks in order to 
prove his theory that there is basic 
good in all people, including the 
most hard-bitten offenders. From 
the Peterborough police. Captain 
Rogers was transferred to the 
Ontario Provincial Police, with 
whom he served as High County 
Constable for the counties of 
Frontenac and Prince Edward. 

When the war broke out the 
young constable became a soldier. 



Questionnaires Still

The Executive staled also that 
the number of undistributed ques- 
tionnaires remaining on hand last ' 
night indicated that a sizeable per- i 
centage of the Vets on the Campus I 
•had not yet picked theirs up. * J 




MORE EXPENSES 
Main cause of the problem, the 
statement continued, is the fact that 
the Council, because of increased 
activities, has been spending more 
than it takes in annually, despite 
attempts to cut down on ex- 
penditures. 

As an example. Chairman Ron- 
son, who is also the Commerce 
representative to the S.E.C, pointed 
out that what arc usually "fixed" 
costs, such as the publication of 
the McGill Daily, have risen in 
many cases to one-third over and 
above original costs. In the latter 
case this means an increase in ex- 
penditure of from S4.000 to 55.000. 

SALARIES. PENSION'S 
.'in addition to this, he comment- 
ed, "salaries for employees of the 
Union have gone up. and wc are 
making a large expenditure on a 
pension plan for the employees." 

The cost of the pension plan. It 
was learned, would amount to over 
$22,000. which threatens to virtually 
eliminate the $28.000 reserve held 
by the Students' Society. 

NEW UNION 

Part of the proposed increase 
in student fees. Ronson pointed out, 
would be set aside for a fund to 
eventually build a new Union, 
sorely needed at McGill. The pre- 
sent Union, he said, because of its 
age, requires increased mainten- 
ance and over the past five years 
has cost an average of $3,000 a 
year. This money has been taken 
from the general funds. 

NFCUS DEPLETED 
Clubs and societies as. well, have 
been feeling the pinch, the state- 
ment concluded. The N.F.C.U.S. 
which is accomplishing much for 
the welfare of students, this year 
has had to be assigned a depleted 
budget. New clubs and societies 
which are continually being born 
must be refused money because of 
the lack of funds. 

"When student enrolment drops 
n the near future," Ronson con- 
cluded, "wo shall really be facing 
a crisis. There will be the same 
amount of activities with less per 
capita contribution."

not it is hoped the one some see fit to 

practice while here. 

It has been a standard policy in our columns 
to head all notices regarding losses, whether the 
owner believes the article to be lost, strayed or 
stolen, as simply "Lost". That is giving all 
parties involved the benefit of the doubt, a 
policy which has often been justified. It has 
also been abused. 

Perhaps even more than many other types 
of victims, students suffer from "bits and pieces" 
theft. The article taken whether it be the over- 
coat of a veteran trying to live on his allowance, 
or the briefcase belonging to the average student 
is not a small loss when the financial position of 
the student is taken into consideration. That is 
why the light-fingered element among us seems:

mad, Mad, MAD!

Apparently' the movies have 
reached such a peak of develop- 
ment in this fifth decade of the 
twentieth century, that an old 
fashioned silent of the second de- 
cade cannot be appreciated. If any 
of us are alive to see them in the 
year 2,000, I hope the films which 
would represent this decade will 
have been considered worth pre- 
serving. 

"The Cabinet of Dr. Caligari," 
presented by the McGill Film So- 
ciety last Thursday, contained an 
clement of melodrama which is un- 
acceptable today. (We have a dif- 
ferent kind.) That type of melo- 
drama was a characteristic of the 
silent movies, and probably was a 
result of the necessity to overact in 
order to convey emotion with any 
degree of intensity. 

The opening scene of "The Cab- 
inet of Dr. Caligari" takes place in 
the garden of an Insane Asylum— 
which becomes apparent only in the 
final scenes of the picture. Until 
then, the movie is a recapitulation 
of the hallucinations of one of the 
inmates. He believes that the head 
doctor is the medaeval Dr. Caligari, 
who committed murder after mur- 
der by remote control. The good 
doctor wishes to determine whether 
by controlling the subconscious 
mind of his victim, he can force 
him to commit acts which his con- 
scious mind would repudiate. 
Cacsarc, a sleepwalker, does his 
killing for him. 

"The Cabinet Of Dr. Caligari" 
was novel. The way in which the 
ending forces one to turn back and 
rc-exnminc what has been pre- 
viously represented as rational bc- 
hoviour in the light of insanity is 
excellent. Re-evaluation forced by 
a surprise ending is in this case an 
effective device. 

"The unrealistic settings" have 
the culminating effect of reinforc- 
ing that idea of insanity, and give 
the film a surreal, nightmare qual- 
ity. In addition, the settings might 
have been designed for a play, in- 
stead of a movie, and contribute 
an artistic effect. They arc a re- 
minder that the impact of reality 
can be achieved by the imagination, 
as well as by the accumulation of 
blow-by-blow descriptive details. 

It is to be hoped that the Film 
Society will continue to obtain 
films from the library of the 
Museum of Modern Art In New 
York.

For the sixth season of the Little 
Symphony at the Hermitage a 
wide variety of works, both classi- 
cal and modern, has been scheduled. 
Tonight Dr. Fricder Weissmann, the 
first of five guest-conductors en- 
gaged for the series, will take 
charge of the opening concert.

One of the faults of the exhibition which is cur- 
rently open to students and their friends at R.V.C. is 
its inclusivencss. The artist has seen fit to frame 
and exhibit many of what appears to be classroom 
sketches and "five minutes for this pose" drawings. 

While a retrospective may be given for an estab- 
lished artist, and may aid in understanding his best 
■work, it seems inappropriate to attempt one when 
the artist is only twenty-four years old. and any re- 
trospective necessarily harks back to the classroom. 
Occasionally a quick sketch is also a good drawing, 
with movement, design and sensitivity, but surely it

doesn't happen as many times as the number of 
drawings around the R.V.C. walls would have us be- 
lieve. This is regrettable, because the good draw- 
ings tend to lose themselves among the poorer ones. 
There Is, for instance, a drawing titled "Tcte d'un 
Veillard"— not for sale, which is exceptionally fine. 
Old people seem to be one of Mile. Rcmillard's fav- 
orite subjects, and this one is carefully restrained 
and simple. 

The same lack of selection occurred in the choice 
of oils for exhibition. Thus we find a successful 
landscape followed by a portrait which is Immature 
both in conception and execution. The best oil por- 
trait was one of Mile. Remillard herself. Many of 
the wood landscapes resembled Mr- Louis Mulstock's, 
and two of the orchard canvases recalled Gaugin's 
use of color. My favorite landscape, and the most 
undcrtvative of the paintings in the show, was the 
wayside shrine on the Island of Orleans, Sometimes 
on this island near the city of Quebec, the bright 
pertness of the architecture is an affront to the sol- 
emnity of the mountains. Mile. Remillard has paint- 
ed that particular lowering mood, with a dark green 
sky, and blue-black mountains behind the white, 
red-roofed "chapelle". 

If the Art Committee could get the portrait of 
former wardens of R.V.C. off the Common room 
walls during exhibitions, the effective display space 
which they occupy at the licad of the room would 
be released for hanging the paintings. At present, 
some of the, canvases have to be hung between the 
chink in the corner of the wall, and the common 
room curtains. D. V.

French Mystery 

An exciting, well-presented mur- 
der mystery is being shown at the 
Cinema de Paris along with two 
unusually artistic shorts- "L'assas- 
sinat du Pcre Noel," starring the 
late, famous, Harry Baur, is an old 
film done in the best French tra- 
dition: many personages,, all dif- 
ferent, each interesting — heavy 
atmosphere — a slow pace. 

As in many French film», the 
action takes place in a small vil- 
lage, and we meet and come to 
understand all the inhabitants. It 
is Christmas and everything hap- 
pens at once. The diamond ring, 
belonging to the Church, Is stolen. 
The Baron returns with an infec- 
tious disease— leprosy. The school- 
teacher wants to marry the map- 
maker's daughter. In an atmos- 
phere of suspicion and impend- 
ing trouble, Harry Baur, (as the 
map-maker) puts on a Christmas 
suit and starts on his annual 
round of houses. Later, he is seen 
stealing the diamond ring. Yet— It 
was only the Father Christmas suit 
that was seen. Who was In It? 
And who ' was inside it when 
Father Christmas is found dead, 
alone, on a lonely mountain pass? 

The film is exciting and plaus- 
ible until towards the end and the 
solution which seems too sudden. 
The acting is of the best French 
standards, with Harry Baur steal- 
ing the show, as expected. They 
are presented in a remarkably na- 
tural way, at school, at play, in 
Church, and in their conversations 
with Father Christmas. 

The shorts are most interesting. 
One shows the arts of glass-mak- 
ing, china pottery making. The 
other tells the story of Paris 
street-songs. Add to this two 
French ncwsrccls, and it all adds 
up to a fine program. L. P.
